(S//NF)  RSO  advised  that  there  continues  to  be  threat  reporting  of  alleged  plots  targeting  unknown  locations  in  Dire  Dawa,  Harar  and  Jijigs 
not  include  method,  timing  or  targeting  information.  COM  advised  that  ICS  was  planning  an  annual  school  trip  to  Harar,  located  in  this  region, 
warden  message  will  be  issued  again  alerting  U.S.  citizens  of  the  continued  and  credible  threat  posed  by  travel  to  this  region.
